all France, to a I**kmt degree, how ever, 
as the provinces have not been as 
greatly affected 
by hestrictlons on 
meat and 
flour, 
being nearer the | 
source* of production. But the health 
of the capital has distinctly Improved 
under the war regulations uftectlug 
diet aud habits of life. 
The figures in the Bulletin are of- I 
ficlal and show that for the month of 
June the deaths in Baris numbered 
fXJf>, compared with an average of DUS; 
for July, 562, compared with 815; for 
August, 585, compared with 700; for 
September, 587, compared with (188. 
lu the winter the number of deaths 
will more nearly approach fhe aver­ 
age, owing to winter maladies which 
are less affected by food conditions. 
Population Not Decreased. 
The question will be raised Imme­ 
diately ; Does not this decrease In the 
total number of deaths simply mean 
thui Baris now has fewer people? The 
municipal statistical service, although 
an exact census of the actual popula­ 
tion of Baris, fixed and flouting. Is im- 
possible, says no. for the following rea­ 
sons: First, in the five preceding years 
from which the average figures were 
fomputed there were two aud a half 
years of w ar; second. In place of the 
men gone to the front Baris now has 
thousands of refugees, foreigners urn!

People have stnyed longer out 
In the sunlight—the greut purifier of 
the air of cities aud the destroyer of 
noxious germs, which work hest In 
shadow and darkness.

Plenty of Food for All. 
At the same time there 4s plenty of 
food for all, the only hardships Im­ 
posed by the restrictions being felt by 
persons In delicate health who are de­ 
prived of delicacies. Persons with nor- j 
mal appetites ar** not affected by the 
restrictions. 
The general result lins 
been an improvement In the general 
health.

As to the victim of a disease In 
which loss of weight is serious and a i 
generous diet necessary, for example, 
tuberculosis, they too seem to have | 
benefited by the restrictions. This may 
be only apparent and due to tho fact 
that Invalids of this class are largely 
In hospitals where they lack for uoth 
ing or .may hay# b*ft Burls for the 


country where life is busier. But sta­ 
tistics, which do not lie, show that the 
number of deaths from tuberculosis 
has been much less than the number 
in preceding years. 
It is many years since so few con­ 
sumptives died in Baris as this year. 
There are months, us in August, for 
example, where, as against th** usual 
average of 153 the weekly deaths have 
been 115, 135, 115 and 96, or for the 
entire month a total of 461, compared 
with the average of 612.

Sergeant Goad said that some time 
later the British t**ok Ploughestreert 
Wood, but wi re driven buck tempora­ 
rily, and when they recaptured It a 
score of wounded, whom they had been 
unable to rescue, had been savagely 
slain.
